Rated today as one of the best 
hospital news publications in the 
United States, the Dry Dock will 
celebrate its sixth year of service 
on Sunday, December 12, 1948, 
as a historical record of the hos- 
pital, the main source of infor- 
mation concerning events which 
have taken place, and as a guide 
for patient and staff personnel 
stationed here. 

Appearing for the first time 
on December 12, 1942, the Dry 
Dock was the “baby” of Howard 
Samuelson, HM2, former X-ray 
man at this hospital, who with 
past journalistic experience be- 
hind him founded and gave the 
paper its name. 

Expanding from a small four- 
page mimeographed issue the 
paper, in June 1943 a four-col- 
umn printed edition was pub- 
lished and in August of the same 
year it was enlarged to an eight- 
page tabloid-size. The offices for 
the Dry Dock at the time, were 
located in the old Field House. 
The paper in those days was 
compiled and prepared by Sam- 
uelson on his spare time; 

The slogan, "Men As Well As 
Ships Need A Haven For Re- 
pair,” was based upon an article 
written by Admiral H. L. Pugh, 
Assistant Chief of BuMed, who 
was Chief of Surgery at this 
hospital, and was first used in 
the Dry Dock on February 19, 
1944. 

The Dry Dock has been pub- 
lished under the supervision of

Personal Property Tax 

(SEA) Provided personal 
property taxes have been paid at 
a person's home of address, 
members of the armed forces are 
not subject to further taxation 
if they are dwelling in other than 
their permanent home because of 
compliance with military or 
naval orders. 

This applies to such taxes as 
intangibles tax. solvent credit 
tax, and tax upon bank accounts. 

Further, under the provisions 
of Section 514 of the Soldiers 
and Sailors Civil Relief Act of 
1940 as amended and extended 
by the Selective Service Act of 
1948, automobile licenses and 
fees, if paid in the state where 
the vehicle is registered, need 
not be paid in any other state if 
the person is operating his auto- 
mobile there while in a duty 
status.

A lawyer once asked Jesus 
which is the greatest command- 
ment.

It is the spirit of God, 
of Christ, of religion itself that 
compels obedience to the essen- 
tial moral law. 

Christian ethics are the grand- 
est in the world. Notice how 
Jesus stresses the word “love” 
in His commandment. In fact, 
love is the divine theme of all 
His teaching. If only men could 
and would obey Jesus’ law, if 
they could be self-forgetful, that 
is, forget their selfish interests 
long enough to let His law work, 
imagine what a different place 
this world would be. 

Moral law and religion give 
full recognition of equal rights 
and privileges for all, without 
distinction of race, color, social 
position or birth. Moral law and 
religion forbid one the slightest 
invasion of anothers rights, and 
we are morally wrong when we 
fail to show others the same 
justice, kindness, consideration 
or mercy we desire for ourselves. 

We all know it is foolish to 
try to weed a flower bed by just 
cutting the weeds off at the sur- 
face of the soil, instead of tear- 
ing them out by the roots. We 
have a dual nature; the battle 
between the “demon” and the 
“angel” keeps us eternally at- 
tempting to weed out the selfish 
and ugly things in our lives, and 
we have to dig deep to do it. 

Man has been given the power 
of choice — he can exercise that 
power to do — or refrain from 
doing — the noblest and loftiest 
and best that he is capable of.

M. J. Rodrigues, HMl, USN 
Editor 

Born in Oakland, California, 
October 11, 1923, M. J. Ro- 

drigues, HMl, USN, attended 
the Garfield Junior High (at the 
proper age of course) and the 
Roosevelt High School. 

While attending high school, 
he became a member of the 
schools paper editorial board, 
associate editor and editor of the 
Lariat, year book. Upon grad- 
uating from school he obtained a 
job with the editorial depart- 
ment of the Oakland Post En- 
quirer, a civilian daily. 

Leaving newspaper work be- 
hind, Rodrigues entered the 
Navy in the early part of 1942 
to receive his boot training at 
San Diego, and Corps School in- 
struction at Balboa Park. 

A plank owner of the USS 
Douglas A. Munro (DE 422), he 
helped put the vessel into com- 
mission, and put the ship out of 
commission at the Repair Base, 
San Diego in 1946.

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HOSPITAL CORPS SCHOOL NOTES 


As the Dry Dock celebrates 
its Sixth Anniversary the Hos- 
pital Corps School is continuing 
in its ever present effort to pro- 
vide the Navy with embryo Hos- 
pital Corpsmen. 

A little reminiscing reveals the 
following information about the 
alma mater of thousands cf 
present day Hospital Corpsmen 
and Medical Service Corps Of- 
ficers. 

The Hospital Corps School was 
established at the U. S. Naval 
Hospital, San Diego, California 
in September 1928. upon its dis- 
establishment at Mare Island, 
California. It was placed on an 
inactive status in June 1932, at 
which time the Navy had an ex- 
cess of Hospital Corpsmen and 
placed back in commission in 
April 1935. 

On that fatal December 7, 
1941, the school occupied build- 
ing 119, at that time there 
were 300 students enrolled in the 
school. Six officers and 26 en- 
listed men ‘comprised the staff. 
No Navy nurses were attached 
to the school as nursing was 
taught by nurses from the hos- 
pital staff. 

The school as it operates to- 
day, is a far cry from the ex- 
tensive program underway at 
the time of the inception of the 
“Dry Dock,” to supply the ever 
expanding Navy and Marine 
Corps with trained hospital 
corpsmen. 

In fact, during the Dry Dock’s 
first year, the school had ex- 
panded to the point where it was 
necessary to billet students in 
149 wall tents. During this year 
enlisted men who had been 
teachers in civilian life replaced 
members of the staff who were 
ordered to duty in various war 
theatres. 

In 1944 the school was moved 
to Balboa Park, utilizing approx- 
imately 33 acres of park land, 
five former exposition buildings 
were used to house the adminis- 
trative offices and berth a ma- 
jority of the personnel. The 
greater part of the construction 
work was performed by quali- 
fied students without too much 
interference with classwork. 
During this year 8,879 students 
graduated to join Naval medical 
activities throughout the world. 

In June 1946 the school va- 


cated the premises of Balboa 
Park and moved to main side at 
its present location. 

In the past year of 1948, the 
curriculum continued on a 16 
week course, but with a critical 
hospital corpsmen shortage in all 
naval hospitals the course was 
reduced to eight weeks in May 
and ran as such until October, at 
which time it was increased to 
12 weeks. 

The School is under the direct 
command of Captain Reger D. 
Mackey. Captain C. W. Lane, 
MCR, USNR, has been Execu- 
tive Officer since November 2, 
1943. 

The present staff of the Hos- 
pital Corps School consists of 
five officers, six nurses, 20 en- 
listed men and four civilian em- 
ployees. 

Changes in the staff of the 
school during the past year in- 
clude: LT. J. V. Crews, MSC, 
USN relieved LT. R. L. Kledzik, 
MSC, USN, as Administrative 
Assistant to the Executive Offi- 
cer on April 16, 1948. LT. K. V. 
Rice, MSC, USN, joined the staff 
on May 5, 1948, as Instruction 
Officer. LT. M. R. Berry, NC, 
USN, LT. H. C. Cayia, NC, USN, 
LT. E. D. Moses, NC, USN, and 
Ensign L. W. Sharp, NC, USN, 
were added to the Nursing In- 
struction Staff. Enlisted staff 
gained during the past year in- 
clude A. P. Brayes, HMl, G. D. 
Russell, HMC, B. C. Hallmark, 
HMC, A. C. Gilmore, HMC, and 
B. C. Brooder, HMC. 

So as the year 1948 is about 
to retire and 1949 is about to be 
welcomed aboard, recapitulation 
reveals 2,600 students arriving 
and 2,100 graduating, while 750 
students including HC Waves 
are expected to arrive before 
the end of the year. 

The Staff and students of the 
Hospital Corps School join in the 
celebration of the Dry Dock’s 
sixth year as official publication 
of the U. S. Naval Hospital, San 
Diego, California.

Thumb Nail Method 
Income Tax Figuring 

Monthly pay of every person 
in the Navy, from seaman re- 
cruit to fleet admiral, is subject 
to federal income tax deductions 
starting 1 January 1948. 

The following is a thumb nail 
method of figuring your month- 
ly withholding income tax based 
on a percentage method of com- 
putation in case there isn’t a 
pay bracket table handy. Tt will 
differ slightly in some cases 
from the table computations: 

(1) Multiply $56, the amount 
of one withholding exemption, 
by the number of your depen- 
dents. You are your own de- 
pendent. 

(2) Subtract the amount thus 
determined from your monthly 
base pay plus longevity. 

(3) Multiply the difference by 
15 per cent. It is this figure 
which will be your monthly 
withholding tax rate. 

Thus, if you are a seaman 
HN), with a base pay of $90, 
unmarried, on continental Unit- 
ed States Shore duty and with 
but two years service (no long- 
evity), you would figure your 
tax as follows: 

(1) Total monthly pay — $90. 

(2) Amount of one exemption 
(yourself) — $56. 

(3) Number of exemptions 
claimed on IRS Form W-4 
(yourself) — 1. 

(4) Line 2 multiplied by line 
3~$56. 

(5) Subtract line 4 from line 
1— $34. 

(6) Multiply line 5 by 15 per 
cent — .15. 

(7) Tax to be withheld each 
month — $5.10. 

Item.s Exempt from Income Tax 

Items of naval compensation 
specifically exempt from inclu- 
sion as gross income by Naval 
personnel, and therefore need 
not be reported in filing federal 
income tax returns as follows: 

(1) Rental and quarters al- 
lowances. 

(2) Subsistence and ration al- 
lowances. 

(3) Per diem allowances in 
lieu of subsistence. 

(4) Uniforms or allowances 
(cash clothing) therefor. 

(5) Six-months death gratuity. 

(6) Mustering-out pay. 

(7) Family allowances paid to 
dependents of enlisted personnel. 

(8) Personnel cash allowances 
paid to fleet admirals, admirals 
and vice admirals. 


FIRE BILL 

H. R. Spencer, Fire Chief 

There are three types of hand 
extinguishers for incipient fires: 
Solids, Gases and Liquids. 

Solids: Dry sand, ashes, dirt, 
soda, etc., which may be used 
successfully on small oil fires, 
grease, rubbish or those under 
the hood of automobiles. A scoop 
or shovel is preferable to the 
hands when spreading these 
solids over a fire. They exting- 
uish small fires by excluding the 
oxygen. However, all forms of 
sand, dirt, etc., are inferior for 
general use. These can be used 
while on vacation, or when ap- 
proved extinguishers are not 
available for fires of above type. 
The Dugas extinguisher, dry 
soda under pressure, comes un- 
der the heading of solids, and is 
recommended for oil. gasoline or 
electrical fires. 

Gases: Carbon dioxide (C02) 
which is considerably heavier 
than air and a non-supporter of 
combustion is effective on elec- 
trical apparatus fires, and is a 
non-conductor of electricity. It 
is also used for oil and gasoline 
fires, record vaults, textiles, etc., 
and on materials where the use 
of water would cause great loss. 
It extinguishes by smothering 
and cooling; evaporates and 
leaves no residue after fire. Car- 
bon tetrachloride, although a 
liquid, comes under the class of 
gases. This liquid on coming in 
contact with heat or flame an 
inert gas 10 times heavier than 
air. It will decompose and form 
highly poisonous gases like phos- 
gene and hydrochloric acid, very 
dangerous to life if used in a 
small closet or room where the 
gas cannot escape. Proper ven- 
tilation is recommended after 
extinguishing a fire. 

Liquids: Water, the universal 
extinguishing agent has a 
quenching, smothering, and cool - 
ing effect that brings down the 
temperature of burning sub- 
stance below its ignition point. It 
is found in the 2 and 5 gallon 
pump tanks, and may be used on 
incipient fires in general except 
those stated as oil and electrical. 
Soda & Acid, CTC, and foam 
extinguishers come under li- 
quids. 

Remember: Always chaperone 
your cigarette; never let it 
smoke alone!
